The Solicitor and Secretary (Mr. Lewis Emanuel) reported that Mr. Alfred G, 
Henriques had been returned as Deputy for the Merthyr Tydfil Congregation, 

Letters were then read from the Rev. Dr. H. Adler accepting bis election as a 
member of the Council of Administration of the Morocco Relief Fand. He stated 
that the Chief Rabbi was willing to have his name placed on the Council, but was 
unable to attend any meetings, Mr. 8. Ezekiel and Mr. D, L. Alexander also inti. 
mated their willingness to serve on the Council just named and on the Law and 
Parliamentary Committee respectively. Mr. Solomon Schloss wrote to decline his 
election on the Morocco Relief Fund Council, owing to his constant absence from 
England. 

~ A letter was read from the Anglo Jewish Association notifying the re-appoint. 
ment of the Committee for joint action on Foreign Affairs with the Board of 
Deputies. 

The Chairman reported to the meeting the substance of a correspondence which 
had taken place between the President and Baron Henry de Worms. MP. The latter 
had been aggrieved at the manner in which the correspondence between himeelf 
and the Board. on the occasion of his receiving a Goverment appointment, had been 
noticed in the last annual report. The Solicitor and Secretary had inserted the 
whole of the correspondence, but the then Board in considering the draft of the 
report, had ordered it to be expunged. Baron de Worms thereupon wrote a private 
letter of complaint to Mr. Arthur Cohen, and as he received no reply he forwarded 
copies of the entire correspondence to Mr. F. Davis. one of the representatives of 
the Centra! Synagovwue at the Board. As soon as Mr Cohen was reminded that he 
had not answered Baron de Worms’ letter he immediately made the fullest apology, 
and sent that centleman a dignified and proper reply. The Baron, however, did not 
appear to be satisfied with the reply, but as the matter was of a private character, 
and related to the proceedings of the previous Board, there was no occasiion to 
trouble the Board with the ot. 

A letter was read from the Cardiff Hebrew Congregation requesting that it may 
be permitted to elect a Deputy notwithstanding the expiration of the prescribed 
time. 

The Solicitor and Secretary was directed to reply that the Board was unable to 
comply with the application, which was contrary to the constitution ‘of the Board, 

The cretary brought up the case of Isaac Cohen d' Azevedo. who had been con- 
victed at Trinidad of arson and sentenced to penal servitude for life. Mr. Emanuel 
and the Chairman stated at length the action which had been privately taken to 
obtain a re-hearing of the case with the view to a remission of the sentence, e<pe- 
cially as @ strong fe ling was entertained by eome of d Azevedo's friends that he had 
been nojust ly couvic‘ed, 

The Board resolved that the matter should be left in the hands of the gentlemen 
who were intersting themselves in the care.

A meeting of the Board for the affairs of Shechita was held on Monday last at 
the Vestry Room of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Bevis Marks, There 
were present, Mr. SAMUEL _Monvacu, M.P., President of the Board, ia the Chair ; 
Messrs. A. Arnholz. Moss Benjamio, E. Berg, M, Castello, P. B. Goldsmith, L, Levy, 
M. Levy, A. Mocatta, 8. Simona, and the Reva, Dr, H. Adler and b. Spiers. 

l’rior to his taking the Chair, the meeting unanimously resolved to congratulate 
Mr. S. Montagu on his re-election as a member of Parsiament, Mr, Montagu 
acknowledged the compliment. 

A letter was read from the United Synagogue intimating the election of Mr, 
M. Benjamin as a member of the Board in place of Mr. Hy. Solomon resignad. 

Letters were read from Mr. 8S. Montagu thanking the Board for electing him as 
President, and from Mr. Henry Solomon acknowledging the vote passed to him ata 
recent meeting of the Board on his retirement from the oflice of President. 

Mr. M. CASTELLO, in moving the adoption of the Accounts for the past half- 
year, called attention to the fact that an amount of £357 solicitor’s charges, includ- 
ing costs ina recent law suit, had been paid out of revenue. Notwithstanding this 
extraordinary outlay, the state of the accounts was satisfactory. 

Mr. L. Levy seconded the adoption, ani asked whether a reduction could not 
be effected in the charges made by the Board on each head of cattle slain, The tax 
fell heavily on the poor who had to pay indirectly. The Board should not desire to 
make a large profit and he suggested that a reduction of 3d. or 6d, a head might be 
reasonably effected. 

Mr, A. ARNHOLZ objected as the alteration was so infinitesimal and the poor 
would not benefit by any such reduction. 

The CHAIRMAN pointed out thata larger number of cattle had been slain, which 
he attributed to the increase of population, 

The accounts were adopted, and of the profits, £150 were®voted to the United 
Synagogue and £50 to the Portuguese Synagogue, 

A requisition was read from a number of Jewish butchers asking that the “ in- 
discriminate mode of licensing be abandoned ; that. the inconsistent system of plac- 
ing Shomerim be abolished and that all Jewish butchers be placed on the same 
footing.” Two representatives of the butchers also attended the meeting. 

The matter was referred to the Executive Committee for consideration and 
report, and the CHAIRMAN explained to the Representatives that owing to the ses- 
sion being concluded, the aubject could not be dealt with for at least two months. 
In the meantime, power had been given to the Ecclesiastical Authorities to grant 
licenses, which however would only be exercised in urgent cases, 

Several other matters of no public interest were disposed of, and the meeting 
terminated with a vote of thanks to the chair, 

The Financial statement of the Board for the half year ending June 30th states 
that the total income for the half year (including dividends £79 9s, 1d.) was 
£3,155 8s, 2d., the total expenditure (including law costs £357; purchase of stock 
#7; division of profits for previous half year £400) amounted to £3,473, leaving 
a surplus of £267. The following is a statement of the cattle slain during the six 
months,the figures in parentheses being those for the correaponding period in 1885 :—

ST. JOHN'S WOOD SYNAGOGUE RELIGION CLASSES, 


The distribution of prizes to the pupils attending the St. John's Wood Syna- 
gozue Religion Classes was held on Sunday afternoon at the Town Hall, Kilburn. The 
Rev. Dr. HERMANN ADLER, who was accompanied by Mrs, Adler, presided ; and 
among those present were the Revs. B. Berliner, Dr. J. Chotzner, Francis L. Cohen, 
D. Fay, H. Gollancz, J. A. Gouldstein, Isidore Harris, M. Joseph, A, Lowy, FE. P. 
Phillips (Glasgow) and M. Rosenstein ; the Hon. Michacl Solomon, of Jamaica ; 
Dr. A. Cohen ; M. Isidore Loeb, of Paris ; Messrs, Hyman A. Abrahams, A, Arnholz, 
H, Bentwitch, H. Hymans, G. 8. Marks, L. Pass. Oswald J. Simon. , 

The Rev, B, Bertiner, Honorary Saperintendent of the Classes, opened the 
proceedings by reading his report 4nd that of the examiner, the Rev. Morris Joseph. 
The report stated that during the ression 1855-1886, the namber of pupils was 65 as 
ageinst 47 in the previous year, They were divided into three classes in Hebrew 
and three in region. The average attendance was 7% per cent, the number of 
children presented for examination was, ia religion, 48, and in Hebrew, 10. The 
Rev, Morris Joseph reported that the results in Hebrew were especially good, and 
reflected much credit on all the teachers. The standards taken in Hebrew ranged 
from the Ist to the 5th standard of the Chief Rabbi's Code. Prizes were pre- 
sented by Messrs. H. Bentwitch, A. Mosely, Arthur Davis, L. Pelscnstein, G, S. Marks, 
Alexander Saunders, M, E. Woolf, and Mrs, E. Woolf. 

Mrs. Hermann Adler then distributed the prizea, and on the termination of 
this ceremony, 

The Rev. Dr. H. ADLER delivered an address, He aaid that his audience were 
all familiar with the passage in the Bible about the voice being the voice of Jacob, 
and the hands the hands of E-au. In the present instance the situation had heen 
reversed, ‘The hands were the hands of Jacobs wife, Rachel, for such was the name 
of Mrs. Adler, and the voice was that of Esau, which was hard, rough,and rugged 
compared with the dulcet tones of a lady. He assured the meeting that it was a 
pleasure for him to be present that day, and it was equally a source of gratification 
for him to know that Mr. Berlicer had firmly grasped the noblest duty which 
devolved on a minister. He was not content with teaching the word of God from 
the pulpit, but brought it nearer to the hearts and brains of the young children of 
the congregation, so that in time they might become devout worshippers in the 
synagogue and devoted Jews and Jewesses. His first and agreeable task was to 
express his appreciation of the indefatigable manner in which Mr. Berliner tanght 
his classes, and of the earnestness and characteristic ardour with which he had 
thrown himself into the work. It was satisfactory to find that he had not borne the 
burden single handed, but had been helped by willing teachers, and to these gentle- 
men, Mr. Asher I. Myers and Mr.8S. P. Van Raalte, the friends of the Class owed a 
deep debt of gratitude. One of the most important duties in connection with the 
Classes was discharged by his friend, the Rev. Morris Joseph, for it was of the utmost 
value to know that the children benefited by the instruction they received. This 
could not be done by teachers, for however impartial they might be, they might yet 
ask questions in which they knew children to be well grounded, The Examiner, on 
the other hand, closely adhered to the standard which had been prescribed, He 
would now turn to the children for whose benefit and in whose behoof the C asses had 
heen established, It was a source of joy to him to congratulate those who had sue- 
ceeded in carrying off well-deserved prizes ; but in th's connection he might venture 
to make a slight suggestion. It was right that in general schools a spirit of emula- 
tion ahould he awakened by the offer of prize <. He doubted whethe rit Wasin ke eping 
with the purport of such classes as the St. John’s Wood C'ass to give prizes for pro- 
ficiency in religion, In secular learning it was possible that one child excelled 
another by knowledge or by diligence, so that it was right that such child should 
receive a prize as a badge of exeellence. but.to his mini it was donbtfal whether 
the same reward was applicable in a religivus school. In religions selnools th 
was not so much of knowledge acquired, as of the pupil being filled with earnest- 
ness and fervour in the cause of religion. © A ehild who did not gaina prize might 
be more ardent and more pious, and migh*® in after life beeome amore thorouch 
Jew or Jewess than the child who had received a reward. But here man could only 
go to external appearances, while Ged looked tothe heart. He besought the child- 
ren to take that great truth to heart. They had been earnestly taught by Mr. Ber- 
liner and his coadjutors, but the obligation rested on them to show that they had 
profited by the instruction imparted to them, It was for them to prove the reli- 
gious feeling which would pervade their lives. They had been taught to transiate 
the Pentateuch and the Prayer Book ; it now behoved them to translate those texts 
and those narrativesinto their lives. They had been taught to know their religion, 
to know their God ; it was now for them to show the religious spirit that was within 
them and to serve their God. They had been taught some of the sublime lessons of 
the Bible ; it was for them to evidence those lessons in their lives God had plac 
man in the great school of life. The Fatherin heaven had sent to man his word, in 
which he had revealed his great will. It was man’s duty to listen to that will, so 
that he might be kept from sin ; and children were taught in these classes to under- 
stand the Bible and the Prayer Book so that they might understand the mission 
which God had given to each of his creatures, so that they might krow how to pray 
and be kept from evil. Let them not neglect prayer, let them not forget to read 
the Bible. By the blessedness of leading a pious aud virtuous lite; by the eternal 
and infinite bliss which God has promised them, he implored his young friends to 
remember through life those sacred lessons which kind, affectionate, and zealous 
teachers had imparted to them. (Loud cheers). 

Mr, Hervert BENTWITCH proposed a vote of thanks to tht Rev, Dr. Hermann 
Adler and to Mrs, Adler. He said that there were some men who whatever vora- 
tion they might adopt came to the very front. Sucha man was Dr. Hermann Adler, 
The Committee were very much honoured by his presence that day toshow his interest 
in what was a comparatively smal! and local movement, It was Dr, Adler who first 
recognised the fact that the future of Judaism in the London Community belonge 
to thechildren. Since Dr. Adler first established a religion class in connection 
with the Bayswater Synagogue, similar classes had sprung up ia different quarters 
and he was glad to hear that there was a likelihood of a class being opened at the 
Borough Synagogue. 

Mr. OswALD J. SiMON, in seconding the vote of thanks, expressed the hope that 
ina short time every congregation in London and the provinces would havea 
religion classattached to it. Whilst much had been done in the past to provide 
secular education for Jewish children, in religions knowledge they had been far 
behind until within recent years, The wealtbvier classes were more to blame in this 
respect than their poorer brethren. and it was this neglect of religious teaching 
which had given rise among the former to backslidings from the ancestral religion. 

The Rev. Dr, H, ADLER, in acknowledging the vote of thanks, referred toa 
remark of Mr. Bentwitch that he would have shone if he had embraced another 
calling. He was quite satisfied with the calling he had chosen, and if his ministra- 
tions were successful, he would feel that his life had not been lost. that his career 
had not been wasted. He concluded by suggesting that the most fitting person. to 
preside at ceremonies such as the one of that :fternoon was the teacher of the 
Classes. 

The Hon, MICHAEL SOLOMON proposed a vote of thanks to the Rev. B, Berliner 
and to the gentlemen who assisted him in his work, the excellence of which had 
been atteated by the report of the Examiner. 

The Rev, H. GOLLANCZ seconded the motion, Mr. Gollancz said that whilst 
credit was due to a minister and to professional teachers, still greater credit should 
be given to gentlemen who were following callings quite different to that of a 
age of religion. Special thanks were therefore due to Mr, Asher L. Myers, who, 
whilst fully employed by other public and communal duties, sacrificed his Suncay 


Het 
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mornings to take a clasa and instract a section of the children in Hebrew and 
religion. 

The vote of thanks was carried by acclamation. 

The Rev. 8. Bertiner, who had a hearty reception, said that with the good will 
of parents the classes could not fail in the end to succeed ; it therefore afforded him 
great pleasure to see so many of the parents present that day. for by their attendance 
he took it for granted that the classes would be successful. It might also be learnt 
from the success of the classes that the synagogue should be the centre of religious 
activity, and that the synagogue and school should work hand in hand, He hoped 
as the result of the existence of the classes that there would in time grow up good , 
zealous and honcurable Israelites who would fill the synagogue. Thus the 
dearest wishes of the friends of the congregation would be fully realised, 

The Rev. A, Lowy, iu proposing a vote of thanks to the Examiner, said there 
were some examiners who put questions intended to puzzle . but such an 
examiner Mr, Joseph was not, Allading to Dr, Adler's address, Mr, Lowy observed

that whenever he appeared at public gatherings, his audience could be certain 
that they would always hear something fresh from his lips 
The Rev. Morris Joseru, in returning thanke, called attention to the eagerness 


which the children had shown to be examined and to the interest they took in their 
work, Thesympathy which existed between the teachers and pupils augured well 
fur the future success of the movement.

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whelming disadvantages, Ayainst hisyouth and comparative inexperience was 
arrayed the enormous personal influence of his opponent, a gentleman exceed- 
ingly popular with the mining folk who form the great bulk of the constit- 
uency.

L. Cougs has again proved that he has secured 
the affections of North Paddington. South St. Pancras has shown itself 
true once more to Sir Juttan Goinsmip, notwithstanding the attempts made 
to wedace it from its loyalty by his foes and perhaps by others as well. West 
Southwark has again borne witness to the personal popularity of Mr. Anruur 
Cones, Q.C.; Mr. Samugi Monracc is once more the elect of Whitechapel ; 
Baron Ferpvixaxp pe Rotruscuitp has received a fresh mandate from 
Aylesbury, and Dewsbury has done honour to itself by declaring anew its 
undiminished confidence in Mr. Serjeant Simos. We cannot refrain fron 
once more laying stress on the significance of these successes,

It would be almost supertinous at this time of day to contend that in 
the late Election, as in other previous Parliamentary contests, the Jewish 
electors have voted as Englishmen and not as Jews, were it not for an 
attempt that has recently been made to show that the contrary is the fact. 
Colonel Le Poxr Trenea has sought to console himself for his defeat in 
Whitechapel by the assertion that the mass of the Jewish voters in that 
district were ignorant of the political issues involved in the contest, and that 
they supported Mr. Montacu simply because he was their coreligionist. 
Colonel Trexcu does not support his statement with proofs, and for our 
part we believe that he is mistaken. The East End Jew knows well enough 
what is going on in the political world, and he does not give his vote blindly. 
His interest in polities, moreover, is too keen to admit of lis giving it on 
merely religious grounds. We do not say that there are not exceptions ; 
but this; we are satisfied, is the rule. The exceptions are no more to be 
wondered at than the instances which almost every constituency presents of 
a personally popular candidate securing a certain number of votes by reason of 
his mere .popularity. But if anything is needed to show that the rule in 
Whitechapel is what we have stated it to be, it is to be found in the signifi- 
cant circumstance that Mr. Montaav achieved his success in face of the 
support which was given to his opponent by Mr, Leorotp pe Roruscairn, 
If there is a name to conjure with among the Whitechapel Jews it is that of 
Rotuscuitp. And yet it was powerless on this occasion, not because it had 
lost any of its sway over the electors as Jews, but because neither it nor any 
other name has any sway over them as electors. | There could not be 
more striking evidence of the fact that the contest was decided on purely 
political grounds, 

Whitechapel may be said to be the only Jewish constituency for which 
a Jew has been returned. The other Jewish candidates have won because 
they have secured general support, and in their case no question as to the 
existence of a ‘ Jewish vote” could have arisen. The politics of the Jewish 
candidates, however, may be taken as a pretty accurate indication of the 
political views of English Jews generally. Of the eight Jews who offered 
themselves for election, two, Baron Henry pe Werms and Mr, Lioner 
Couen, are Conservatives ; three, Baron pe Rotuscuitp, Sir 
Jovian Gotpsmip and Mr, Freperick Lucas are Unionist-Liberals ; and 
three, Mr. Antucr Cones, Mr. Montacu and Mr, Serjeant 
Simon have declared themselves in favour of Mr, Guapstoxe’s Home Rule
